Handy  said  he  and  other  petition  leaders 
turned  in  some  1,500  names  to  Dean 
Cameron’s  office  Friday  morning-24 
hours  after  the  “Recall  Walton”  campaign 
was  publicly  launched  on  campus. 

Article  I Section  1A3  stipulates  that  a 
petition  presented  to  the  Executive 
Council  “to  cause  a bill  to  be  submitted  to 
the  student  association  for  referendum” 
must  carry  five  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  which  is  approximately  1251, 
according  to  Dean  Cameron. 

Attorney  General  Harris  also  terms,  the 
petition  unconstitutional  because  “there  is 
no  provision  in  the  Constitution  for  a recall 
election  of  any  ASBYU  officer.” 

Handy  says  “This  (the  movement)  isn’t 
calling  for  a recall,  since  there  are  no 
provisions  for  a recall  in  the  constitution,” 
but  it  is  calling  for  a referendum,  or  a 
“vote  on  the  immediate  removal  from 
office  of  the  present  student  body 
president  . . . and  executive  vice 
president.” 

The  controversary  stems  from  the  signing 


by  Walton  and  Ferguson  of  a pamphlc 
suggesting  alternatives  to  military  servici 
and  the  recent  establishment  of  . 
commission  of  student  affairs  to  draw  up 
Bill  of  Rights.

Attorney  GeneraTs  statement 


The  following  statement  was  prepared  for  the 
Daily  Universe  by  AS  BYU  Attorney  General  Lionel 
K.  Harris,  Jr.: 


I am  presenting  a brief  to  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  which  will  contain  my  position  that  the 
current  “Recall  Walton”  petitions  being  circulated 
on  campus  are  unconstitutional. 

In  support  of  this  position  I have  summarized  the 
brief  into  three  areas:  (1)  Conflicting  and  false 
information  has  been  given  by  those'  circulating  the 
petitions;  (2)  Those  circulating  the  petitions  have 
not  conformed  to  the  procedures  for  presenting 
such  a petition  in  the  framework  of  the  ASBYU 
Constitution;  (3)  There  is  no  provision  in  the 
constitution  for  a recall  election  of  any  ASBYU 
officer. 

Therefore  it  will  be  my  recommendation  that  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  issue  a permanent 
injunction  against  the  petition  as  presently 


constituted.  It  is  the  position  of  the  ASBYU 
Attorney  General’s  office  that  when  any  element  on 
this  campus  proposes  an  issue  to  the  general  student 
body  with  the  impact  of  the  current  petition,  that 
they  might  contact  my  office  so  that  we  might 
clarify  the  situation  for  them  before  they  expend 
their  energies  to  a cause  that  will  not  be  acceptable 
under  the  constitution. 

I would  like  it  to  be  known  that  I will  avail  (to 
any  organized  purpose)  the  services  of  my  office 
and  will  do  all  that  I can  to  help  avoid  this 
unfortunate  situation  in  the  future. 

I suggest  that  we  try  working  together  rather  than 
trying  to  polarize  our  student  body.  I hope  that 
each  INDIVIDUAL  student  will  attempt  to  keep 
informed  on  campus  issues  and  not  be  swayed  by 
any  side  to  any  issue  until  such  time  that  one  has 
received  an  ORIGINAL  commitment  in  his  own 
mind  constructed  out  of  introspection  and 
objectivity.

The  basic  issue  presented  in  the

Editor: 

At  times  our  vision  becomes 
obscured  by  secondary  detail,  and  we 
miss  the  essential  point,  or  we  fail  to 
see  the  forest  because  the  trees  are  in 
the  way. 

Such  appears  to  be  the  case  in  the 
few  students  who  have,  through  letter, 
reacted  to  the  pamphlet  "An 
Important  Message  to  the  Men  of 
BYU."  What  does  it  say?  Basically  that 
the  military  role  in  Vietnam  is 
questionable,  and  that  because  of  its 
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sovereignty  of  the  U.S. 

Vietnam  is  an  undeclared  war.  While 
the  philosophy  and  actions  of  the 
Government  of  North  Vietnam  are 
incompatible  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus, 
the  philosophies  and  practices  of  the 
government  of  South  Vietnam  are 
equally  incompatible  with  the  eternal 
Gospel. 

Allow  me  to  briefly  digress.  Diem 
was  assassinated  by  a military  coup. 
That  military  coup  was  disposed  by 
another.  That  too  was  removed  by 
force  via  another  coup.  Finally  enter 
Ky  through  another  takeover  by  force. 
Ky  was  removed  by  Thieu  with  the  aid 
of  a "popular  election"  (opposing 
candidates  had  to  be  Government 
approved)  with  less  than  30%  of  the 
vote.  Then  Thieu  had  ALL  candidates 
jailed  in  the  ensuing  two  years.  The 
government  of  S.  Vietnam  is  nothing 
short  of  a dictatorship,  the  type  we 
fought  against  during  World  War  II. 
Therefore,  to  assume  that  we  are  there 
to  "defend  free  agency"  is  grotesquely 
naive. 

So,  admitting  McKay's  second 
paragraph  on  page  285,  it  only  further 
illustrates  the  validity  of  the  pamphlet 
when  the  truth  of  history  is  added.  Our 
presence  there  is  supporting  a corrupt 
and  fascist  government,  the  very  thing 
McKay  said  we  should  be  fighting 
against. 

The  only  consideration  in  that 
paragraph  is  the  question  of  loyalty. 
Again  during  the  time  when  the 
statement  was  made,  loyalty  to  the 
government  in  supporting  a declared 
war  against  fascist  attackers  was  indeed 
justifiable. 

Vietnam  is  an  undeclared  war  and 
our  complicity  as  a nation  is  open  to 
serious  question.  There  have  been 
times  in  our  history  where  we  misused 
military  force.  In  recent  times  the  Bay 
of  Pigs  was  abortive  and  in  1954  our 
secret  role  in  disposing  of  the  legal 
government  of  Guatemala  was  an 
atrocity.  Our  invasion  into  Mexico  in 
1846  was  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
expanding  our  interests.  Lincoln 
opposed  the  invasion  and  was  defeated 
in  a congressional  election.  Our  hasty 
entrance  into  the  Dominican  Republic 
to  support  a dictator  against  the  "Red 
Menace"  has  to  be  additional  evidence 
that  we  can  be  so  wrong  when  we 
think  we  are  so  right. 

As  Mormons  we  have  twice  shown 
our  disloyalty  to  our  country  when  we 
thought  it  to  be  morally  defunct. 
During  the  Utah  War  of  1850-51  Orrin

PROCLAIM  PEACE 

Editor: 

As  students  at  BYU  we  have  some 
views  and  feelings  we  would  like  to 
voice.  In  rebuttal  to  Bruce  Wilson's 
article  to  recall  Brian  Walton  and  Jon 
Ferguson  we  would  first  like  to  say 
that  we  are  wholly  in  agreement  with 
them,  and  would  like  to  say  something 
to  brother  Wilson.  This  saying  we  have 
heard  many  times  and  now  we  think  it 
applies  to  him.  "If  you  don't  like  it 
here  leave.  There  are  fifteen  thousand 
others  who  would  like  to  come  here.” 
If  he  disagrees  with  this  solution,  he 
has  joined  many  other  students  who 
feel  the  same  way  when  they  disagree 
with  something  that  is  said  or  a policy 
that  is  made.  If  this  statement  is  not  an 
example  of  a "ruler-versus-ruled" 
situation  we  would  like  to  know  what 
is. 

Secondly,  in  regards  to  President 
Walton's  views  on  war.  This  is  a quote 
from  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
section  98,  verses  14-16.  "Therefore, 
be  not  afraid  of  your  enemies,  for  I 
have  decreed  in  my  heart,  saith  the 
Lord,  that  I will  prove  you  in  all 
things,  whether  you  will  abide  in  my 
covenant,  even  unto  death,  that  you 
may  be  found  worthy.  For  if  ye  will 
not  abide  in  my  covenant  ye  are  not 
worthy  of  me.  Therefore,  renounce 
war  and  proclaim  peace,  and  seek 
diligently  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the 
children  to  their  fathers,  and  the  hearts 
of  the  fathers  to  the  children."  Before 
we  are  accused  of  taking  this  out  of 
context,  we  will  freely  admit  it. 
Anything  is  taken  out  of  context  when 
the  entire  section  is  not  quoted.  For 
this  reason,  we  enjoin'  upon  any 
reading  this,  if  they  think  we  are 
deliberately  misinterpreting  the  word 
of  God  for  our  own  purposes,  to  read 
the  98th  Section  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  and  to  read  in  the 
introduction  — THE  SAINTS  TO 
PROCLAIM  PEACE. 

Now  before  the  argument  is  brought 
up  concerning  the  Law  of  the  Land 
which  is  forever  quoted  by  those  in 
The  Church  who  support  the  war  in 
Vietnam,  a quote  from  another  part  of 
Section  98  in  the  D&C,  verses  5-11: 
"And  that  law  of  the  land  which  is 
constitutional,  supporting  that 
principle  of  freedom  in  maintaining 
rights  and  privileges,  belongs  to  all 
mankind  and  is  justifiable  before  me. 
Therefore,  I,  the  Lord,  justify  you,  and 
your  brethren  of  my  church,  in 
befriending  that  law  which  is  the 
constitutional  Imv  of  the  land;  and  as 


pertaining  to  the  Law  of  man, 
whatsoever  is  more  or  less  than  this, 
cometh  of  evil.  I,  the  Lord  God,  make 
you  free,  therefore  ye  are  free  indeed; 
and  the  law  also  maketh  you  free. 
Nevertheless,  when  the  wicked  rule  the 
people  mourn.  Wherefore,  honest  men 
and  wise  men  should  be  sought  for 
diligently,  and  good  men  and  wise  men 
should  observe  to  uphold;  otherwise 
whatsoever  is  less  than  these  cometh  of 
evil.  And  I give  unto  you  a 
commandment,  tha  ye  shall  forsake  all 
evil  and  cleave  unto  all  good,  which 
proceedeth  forth  out  of  the  mouth  of 
God."  There  happen  to  be  many  in  this 
country,  senators,  congressmen) 
lawyers  and  judges,  that  feel  that  the 
war  in  Vietnam  is  unconsitutional. 
There  is  even  a law  in  Massachusetts 
that  states  that  if  you  are  in  the 
military,  and  don't  wish  to  go  to 
Vietnam,  and  are  from  Massachusetts, 
you  don't  have  to  go.  Perhaps  some  on 
this  campus  think  that  the  Law  in 
Massachusetts  is  a good  law.  They  are 
^upholding  a Law  of  the  Land.  The  war 
in  Vietnam  has  not  officially  been 
declared  a war,  therefore  it  is 
technically  not  a law  of  the  land. 
Perhaps  some  of  us  agree  with  the 
teachings  of  Christ  in  5th  Matthew, 
verses  43  and  44:  "Ye  have  heard  that 
it  hath  been  said.  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbor,  and  hate  thine  enemy.  But  I 
say  unto  you.  Love  your  enemies,  bless 
them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to  them 
that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them 
which  despitefully  use  you,  and 
persecute  you.

New  string  family  topic  of  lecture 


“The  Physics  of  Violins”  and 
“A  New  Family  of  Violins”  will 
be  the  topics  of  two 
lecture-demonstrations  by  Mrs. 
Carleen  Maley  Hutchins,  an 
internationally  known  violin 
maker. 

The  physics  lecture  will  be  held 
at  4:00  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  Nov. 
11,  at  Room  280  ESC.  A music 
department  lecture-demonstration 
will  be  held  the  next  day  in  the 
Madsen  Recital  Hall  of  the  HFAC 
at  7:00  p.m.  The  lectures  are  free 
and  the  public  is  invited  to  attend. 

Mrs.  Hutchins  by  combining  the 
sciences  of  acoustics,  engineering 
and  electronics  with 
violin-making,  research  and 
musicianship,  has  preated  a 


considerable  stir  throughout  the 
music  and  scientific  worlds  by 
developing  and  constructing  a new 
family  of  eight  stringed 
instruments  whose  tone  and 
volume  rival  those  of  the  old 
masters. 

Her  work  in  this  field  has  led  to 
the  possibility  that  stringed 
instruments  can  be  mass-produced 
almost  as  good  as  or  better  than 
those  of  the  master  craftsmen  of 
the  17th  and  18th  centuries.

Miller  film  to  aid  center

Some  of  the  first  uncensored 
film  taken  in  Siberia  will  be 
featured  in  an  illustrated  lecture 
to  be  presented  by  journalist  Hack 
Miller  Wednesday  night  on  the 
BYU  campus. 

Mr.  Miller’s  “First  Look  at 
Siberia”  is  scheduled  for  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  JS  Auditorium. 
Proceeds  will  be  used  in  the  fund 
drive  for  the  University’s  new 
Activities  Center. 

Mr.  Miller,  who  is  sports  editor 
and  seasoned  journalist  with  the 
Deseret  News,  described  the 
Siberian  tour  as,  “looking  at  the 
United  States  of  100  years  ago, 
with  some  exceptions.” 

He  went  on  the  tour  at  the 
invitation  of  Lowell  Thomas,  and 
was  in  company  with  Clarence 
Hall,  senior  editor  of  Reader’s 
Digest.  The  tour  took  15  days, 
and  all  of  the  time  was  spent  in 
Russia,  much  of  it  in  Siberia. 


The  pictures  taken  on  this 
“inside  Russia”  tour,  Mr.  Miller 
said,  include  rare  shots  of  peoples 
and  places.  The  illustrated  lecture 
includes  excellent  shots  inside  the 
Hermitage,  which  has  been  called 
the  world’s  most  beautiful 
building.  In  contains  2.5-million 
pieces  of  art. 

Mr.  Miller  is  one  of  the  most 
traveled  journalists  in  the  country. 
In  addition  to  two  special  tours  of 
Vietnam,  he  has  made  three  trips 
to  Europe. 

In  his  assignments  on  the  sports 
beat  he  has  covered  three 
international  Olympic  Games,  and 
many  other  major  events  like  the 
World  Series  and  the  U.S.  Open. 

He  is  a retired  colonel  in  the 
reserves,  is  former  president  of  the 
United  States  Basketball  Writers 
Association  and  is  a member  of 
the  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame 
committee.

Uniforms  on  campus 
okayed  by  Wilkinson 


In  a statement,  President  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson  has  authorized  and 
invited  all  “who  have  served,  are 
serving,  or  are  preparing  to  serve 
in  the  armed  forces  ...  to  wear 
their  uniforms  to  the  Devotional 
assembly  on  Tuesday,  Nov.  10, 
the  day  before  Veterans’  Day.” 

On  Veterans’  Day,  Wednesday, 
only  veterans,  active  duty 
personnel,  and  the  ROTC  color 
guard  will  wear  uniforms  on 
campus,  Wilkinson  said. 


At  Devotional  Tuesday,  seats  on 
the  playing  floor  will  be  reserved 
for  veterans  as  well  as  for  students 
and  faculty  involved  in  the 
military,  whether  they  are  in 
uniform  or  not. 


The  east  side  of  the  playing 
floor  will  be  reserved  for  ROTC 
cadets,  Angel  Flight  and  Sponsor 
Corps;  the  west  side  will  be 
reserved  for  active  duty  personnel, 
retired  military  personnel, 
veterans,  reservists,  and  members 


of  the  National  Guard.  Those  in 
uniform  are  invited  to  be  seated 
to  the  front. 

“There  are  twenty  seven  and  a 
half  million  living  veterans  in  our 
nation,”  Wilkinson  noted. 

He  added  that  when  wives  and 
children  of  these  veterans  are 
considered,  nearly  100  million,  or 
half  the  U.S.  population,  has  been 
affected  by  military  service. 

“It  is  a sobering  reality  that 
such  a great  demand  has  been 
necessary  from  so  many  of  our 
people,  in  order  to  preserve 
theblessings  of  oUr  republic,” 
Wilkinson  continued. 

He  said  that  it  is  fitting  that 
BYU  students  and  faculty 
individually  accord  the  veterans 
special  recognition  on  Veterans’ 
Day.  “They  have  earned  and 
deserve  the  continuing  gratitude 
of  their  fellow  citizens  and  others 
who  enjoy  the  blessings  these 
veterans  have  helped  to  preserve 
for  us.”

Big  play  was  a 40  yard  run  by 
fulfback  Lawrence  “The  Clutch” 
McCutcheon,  who  for  the  second 
straight  year  ran  through  the 
Cougar  defense  at  will. 

For  the  day,  McCutcheon 
picked  up  207  yards  rushing  in  39 
carries.  The  39  tries  established  a 
new  WAC  mark,  breaking  the  old 
record  of  35  carries  in  conference 
action  set  by  Art  Malone  of 
Arizona  State. 

BYU  had  gone  into  the  game  as 
the  weakest  offensive  team  in  the 
WAC  (255.2  yards  per  game), 
while  the  Rams  were  last  in  the 
conference  defensively,  giving  up 
an  average  of  430.3  yards  per 
game. 

ON  THIS  DAY,  the  weakest 
defensive  team  easily  stopped  the 
weakest  offensive  team  as  the 
Rams  held  the  Cougars  to  a mere 
172  yards  total  offense-134 
rushing  and  38  passing. 

Meanwhile,  the  CSU  offense 
rolled  over  the  Cougars  for  472 
yards. 

BYU’s  Chris  Farasopoulos 
gained  almost  as  much  yardage  on 
kick  returns  as  did  the  whole 
Cougar  offense.  The  Golden 
Greek  added  to  his  NCAA 
combined  yardage  record  with  64 
yards  on  two  kickoffs  and  63 
yards  on  two  sparkling  punt 
returns.

Two  other  bright  spots  in  an 
otherwise  dismal  day  for  BYU 
were  the  plays  of  Joe  Liljenquist 
and  Dan  Hansen. 

Liljenquist  picked  off  a pass  to 
set  up  a field  goal  and  continued 
to  play  consistently  at  his 
defensive  end  spot. 


HE  ALSO  boomed  out  five 
punts  far  a 50  yard  average, 
including  kicks  of  53,  63  and  75 
yards. 

Sophomore  safety  Hansen  did 
not  do  his  thing-intercepting 
- passes-simply  because  the  Rams 
did  not  throw  the  ball  close  to 
him  all  day  long.  All  he  did  was 
make  10  unassisted  and  11 
assisted  tackles  to  lead  all  players 
in  the  game  in  that  department. 

Only  TD  for  BYU  came  on  an 
1 1 keeper  by  quarterback  Don 
Griffin  late  in  the- third  quarter 
after  Farasopoulos  had  given  the 
Cougars  excellent  field  position 
with  a beautiful  47  yard  punt 
return. 

Most  effective  ball  carrier  for 
BYU  was  5-7  reserve^running  back 
Pili  Saluone  with  56  yards  in  eight 
carries. 

Saluone  sprained  an  ankle  late 
in  the  ball  game,  as  had  starting 
running  back  Pete  Van 
Valkenberg  earlier.

Shires  made  it  into  the  finals 
with  an  upset  win  over  the 
University  of  Utah’s  number  one 
singles  competitor  Steve 
Krulevitz.  Shires  was  true  to  his 
form  and  consistently  kept 
Krulevitz  on  the  defensive  in 
winning  in  straight  sets  6-4,  6-3. 

In  pre-season  drills  Shires  had 
beaten  Mincek  and  if  there  was  a 


volley  to  a well  precisioned 
backhand  return,  winning  the  first 
set  6-3. 

In  the  second  set  the  pressure 
was  really  felt  as  Shires  now  had 
to  get  on  the  comeback  trail,  and 
against  a tough  opponent  like 
Mincek  it’s  not  an  easy  task  due 
to  the  relentless  pressure  Mincek 
applies,  forcing  his  opponent  into 
numerous  errors. 

Shires  and  Mincek  matched 
point  for  point  until  the  deciding 
13th  game  in  which  Mincek  was 
finally  able  to  overcome  Shires 
and  break  his  service.  Mincek  then 
held  service  to  emerge  the  victor 
in  BYU’s  first  real  tennis  test  of 
the  year.

United  edges  BYU  3-2 
in  Soccer  Tournament 


BYU  lost  their  first  chance  at 
the  National  Amateur  Soccer  Cup 
tournament  Saturday  after  a 3-2 
loss  to  United. 

The  Cats  are  now  out  of  the 
National  Cup  competition  for  this 
year.  The  Nationals  are  a series  of 
sudden  death  play-offs  in  which 
one  loss  completely  knocks  a 
team  out  of  further  competition. 
However  this  loss  will  not  effect 
BYU’s  regular  league  games  or 
their  standing  in  the  league. 

United,  in  winning,  will  now 
have  to  win  two  more  games  in 
Utah,  before  heading  for  out  of 
state  competition  in  Colorado. 
But  if  United  loses  one  of  its  two 
remaining  games,  they  also  face 
elimination  from  competition  as 
did  BYU. 

Both  BYU  goals  were  scored  in 
the  first  half.  The  Cats  held  the 
lead  for  most  of  the  half,  before 
United  tied  the  score  at  2-2  in  the 
closing  minutes  of  the  first  half. 

BYU  played  well  in^the  second 


half,  but  could  not  score.  United’s 
third  goal  was  scored  in  the  first 
few  minutes  of  the  second  half. 
United  then  changed  its  game 
plan,  using  eight  men  for  defense, 
and  only  three  for  offense.  The 
plan  succeeded  in  keeping  BYU 
from  scoring  in  the  second  half. 

The  two  BYU  goals  were  scored 
by  Horst  Mastag  and  Carlos 
Cordova.  Mastag,  Cordova  and 
Carlos  Alvarez  formed  the  nucleus 
of  BYU’s  offense,  and 
consistently  drove  the  ball  into 
United  territory,  but  were  unable 
to  score. 

Playing  defense  throughout  the 
contest  was  rough.  The  mixture  of 
snow  and  rain  made  running  more 
like  ice  skating,  and  almost 
paralyzed  goalies  on  both  teams. 

BYU  wing  fullbacks  Kim  Olds 
and  Garland  Fitzgerald  didn’t 
seem  at  all  intimidated  by  the 
mess.  But  people  must  be 
wondering  what  the  weather  is 
like  in  their  home  towns.

Peasants 

analyzed 

Although  Peru  has  begun  to 
emerge  technologically  and 
politically  into  the  modern  world, 
it  is  a nation  still  bound  by  an 
archaic  land-tenure  system. 

This  situation  is  described  in  the 
recently  published  book,  Lord 
and  Peasant  in  Peru:  A Paradigm 
of  Political  and  Social  Change  by 
Dr.  F.  LaMond  Tullis,  a professor 
in  BYU’s  Political  Science 
Department.  It  analyzes  the 
grassroots  reform  movements  that 
are  gradually  changing  the  peasant 
way  of  life. 

The  book  shows  how  the 
emerging  social  forces  are  related 
to  village  and  national 
development,  and  includes  studies  • 
of  five  peasant  “micro 
revolutions”  that  have  occurred  in 
recent  years. 

Published  by  Harvard  Press,  the 
book  is  a result  of  original 
research  by  Mr.  Tullis.  He  and  his 
family  resided  in  the  mountainous 
areas  for  a year  while  he 
administered  questionnaires  in 
each  of  the  44  villages  that 
comprise  the  intervillage  systems 
of  Acdlla  and  Chupaca  and 
conducted  extended  interviews 
with  professionals,  government 
bureaucrats,  peasant  federation 
and  organizations  leaders  as  well 
as  village  authorities  throughout 
the  entire  central  Peruvian  sierra.
